Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Beyond Reality 3 Stand Erect! 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The slick contains numerous images of naked and semi-naked women in sexual poses and explicit 
depictions of sexual activities. In each of these the camera concentrates mainly on women 
models, most of whom are pictured looking at the viewer. The overall effect of such a 
representation is to accentuate women’s availability for sexual use. A number of the images on the 
back cover depict women in awkward and possibly uncomfortable poses whose only purpose 
seems to be to facilitate access to their genitals. The reduction of women to sexual objects in this 
way is considered degrading and demeaning. 

Consideration has been given to the provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR 
Act). Plowever, given the strength of the degrading and demeaning elements of the material 
presented, the slick would be likely to be found objectionable if it were submitted under si 3(1) of 
the Films, videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. The likely injury to the public good is 
considered to outweigh the rights and freedoms set out in si 4 of the NZBR Act. Therefore, the 
video slick entitled Beyond Reality 3 Stand Erect! is not approved.
